Spaniards of the Argentine and 
of Uruguay have enrolled as volunteers 
In Cuba, and today over^OOO of them are 
serving in this island to maintain Span- 
ish rule and Spanish supremacy. Span- 
iards in the United States and all Span- 
ish-America, have initiated a naval fund, 
the subscriptions extending over three 
years. 


The latest evidence of. loyalty of the 


Spaniards In Spanish-America has taken 
r new form, What Is deemed to be a 
very strong anti-Spanish feeling in the 
American senate, and In tie United 
States generally,' has been developed by 
the press In the mother country, as well 
as in Spanish-America. It has led to the 
calling ^toget'he? of Spanish mereha-nts 
in the republics of Mexico, Uruguay and 
the Argentine. 
They have protested 


against what they regard as the un- 
friendly utterances of the American peo- 
ple, and have unanimously decided to 
cease further 
Slates. The

Ferket, E^ypt, June t. — This point 


was taken by Egyptian troops at an 
early hour yesterday morning! nndtliclr 
manner of acquitting themselyes In tills 
UIP flrat engagement, of the 'Nile cam- 
paign, has given great sat!.sfa.ctlon to 
.the British officers In command of them 
The Egyptia_n forces left Akasheh. the 
Egyptian "outpost, . Saturday evening 
The movement \vas a surprise, aa It 
seemed to have been determined to bold 
Akasheh is un outpost uiitl! tbe hottest 
Benson'Is passed and the period arrived 
for the advance upon Dongola,-in the 
latter part of August or in September. 
Tbe force responded promptly'to orders, 
however, and was soon under way for 
this point. The distance Is 20 miles, and'it 
took the whole night to accomplish the 
march. 


The greatest secrecy bad been main- 


tained as ;'to all the arrarlgements, and 
every precaution was made to make the 
arrival here a complete surprise. The 
long night march was pushed In abso- 
lute silence.- In consequence, the ar- 
rival of the Egyptians at tbe dervish 
ctiir.p took the enemy completely by 
surprise.1- They quickly rallied, 
how- 


ever, and.' rushed to their arms. Far 
from being routed in the first surprise 
of the attack, they stood to their posi- 
tions and made a. stubborn defense of 
the camp for 1^4 hours, during which 
there was hard fighting. 


The dervishes were finally put to rout 


by a flank movement, executed by the 
cavalry. Seeing themselves In danger 
of being surrounded, tbe force of the 
Khalifa took flight to the southward, 
toward Suarda, pursued by the cavalry. 
Suarda Is nearly 100 miles south of here, 
but it is strongly held by a force of sev- 
eral thousand dervishes. 
Reports so 


far received Indicate that the LOSE to the 
dervishes will amount to 1000 men. 


Among those killed Is Emir Hammuda, 


who was their commander, besides 
many Important chiefs. Hammuda was 
In command of the larger force at Sua'ra. 
He was of the tribe of Habbana, and was 
well-known to Slatln Pasha, while the 
latter was a captive of the khalifa In 
the Soudan. Slatln has described him as 
a great favorite with the khalifa, who 
promoted him to the rank of emir be- 
cause he left his own tribe when tlie In- 
surrection first broife out. to serve tlie 
khalifa personally. 


It is probable that the taking of Ferkct 


was decided upon, owing to the doubt- 
ful strengtli.of .Akasheh -as an outpost, 
surrburided as H Is by low bills, the tali"-' 
ing ol! which would make Akasheh a 
death- trap. The finishing of tbe rail- 
road line from Sarras to Akasheh has 
been rapidly pushed since the expedi- 
tion was determined on. By extending 
It to Ferket, the worst cataract will be 
turned, and early advantage can thus be 
taken of the rise in the Nile at the end 
of July, for water transportation to 
Dongola. 


The officers In command of the Egyp- 


tian force express great gratification at 
the conduct of the Egyptians, about 
ivhom some doubts have been felt, and 
the Soudanese, who have been looked 
to with confidence for good fighting. 
Both the Egyptians and Soudanese dis- 
played great steadiness and dash. Thn 
Egyptian loss in the fight was 20 killed 
and 80 wounded. Hundreds of dervishes 
were taken prisoners.

And Prevent Progress in the 


Legislative Work, 


AND 
THE 
TARIFF 


MAY BE IGNORED. 


Long Discussion Shows But 


Scant Results. 


Washington. June 8.—If, Kg now aeems 


probable, the first session of the Fifty- 
fourth congress adjourns this week, it 
ivlllbe the shortest so-called long session 
since that of the Thirty-fifth congress, 
and one of the shortest In the history of 
the government. This record Is probably 
tartly due to the political difference be- 
tween the senate, houue and president, 
•which have forestalled agreements on 
many lines of legislation, arid partly to 
the determination with which the Re- 
publican leaders In the house have car- 
ried Into effect Speaker Reed's caucus 
prediction, that the congress would be a 
do-nothing 
assemblage. 
Legislation 


means appropriations, the house leaders 
iuive said, and as their opinion was that 
the treasury's condition warranted no 
appropriation, except the most impera- 
tively necessary, they have held the 
doors tightly shut against all classes of 
bills which usually receive hearings. 
Foremost among the inevitable regular 
acts of the congress are the annual ap- 
propriation bills for the support of the 
Eovemment. Their preparation has con- 
stituted a large part of the work of the 
session, and five of them are yet hanging 
between the house and the senate. ' 


For this reason It Is Impossible to give 


the exact totals of the bills on the grand 
total of appropriations made by this con- 
gress, which aggregate about 5500.000.- 
000, 
but the dJsbursements authorized 


during the session will be discussed here- 
after by Chairman Cannon of the appro- 
priations committee, and ex-Chairman 
Sayers. from the points of view of their 
respective parties. Tariff or financial 
legislation of any character was aban- 
doned for all practical purposes, when 
the disagreements between the house 
and senate were demonstrated by the 
fate of the two bills prepared by the 
bouse ways and means committee. 


One of the most bitterly contested 


flghls which has occurred has cropped 
out In the provisions of the Indian and 
the District of Columbia bill for aid to 
church schools, a feature which still 
holds Doch bills In conference. The In- 
dian bill contains provisions, giving the 
homestead settlers on all ceded Indian 
reservations an extension of one year In 
which to make payments, and for the 
completion of the surveys of land in 
Indian territory. 


Incidental to the legislative, executive 


and judicial bill was an entire revision 
of the salaries of United States district 
attorneys, marshals and commissioners, 
with the stipulation that the terms of 
offices of all commissioners expire on 
June 30, 1S97. The agricultural bill con- 
ferred upon the president authority to 
suspend the prohibition against Impor- 
tations of cattle, domestic animals and 
hides, on the certification of the secre- 
tary of agriculture that countries or 
I'tirts of countries are free from conta- 
gious or infectious diseases of animals, 
and authorized the president to take 
steps to secure the abrogation of the 
regulations by Great Britain, .prohibit- 
ing the importation of cattle from the 
United States Into that country alive. 


In the sundry civil Mil the most Im- 


portant legislation Is to make effective 
the Carey arid land act. (which ceded 
p-rld lands to the public land states for 
reclamation) by authorizing the stateH 
lo give liens on the land to avert ex- 
penses of reclamation. 


The most noteworthy legislation per- 


.tainlng to the navy Is contained In the 
appropriation bill. The house provided 
1'or 15 new torpedo boats and for four 
battleships, but the senate reduced the 
number of battleships to two, and 
:-L 


conference Is pending over that differ- 
ence. The bill made provision for the 
enlistment of 1000 additional seamen. It 
also made unlawful the'employment of 
naval or marine officers on the active or 
retired lists oi parties furnishing sup- 
plies or materials of war to the govern- 
ment. A special resolution authorized 
the acceptance .by the government of 
the ram Katahdln. which failed to 
meet the .speed requirements of the 
contract, but which satisfied the de- 
partment, being largely an experimental 
craft. The naval reserve system was 
strengthened by a plan designed to draft 
vessels engaged in the coastwise trade 
Into the service In time of war. An act 
was passed to establish a naval training 
station on Terba Buena (or Goat Isl- 
and), In San Francisco harbor.- The 
secretary was empowered 'to accept 
Certified checks in lieu of bonds from 
contractors for naval supplies. 


No special legislation was contained In 


the army appropriation bill. Special billn 
were passed, however, creating the posi- 
tion o:t chaplain (wfib will also be profes- 
sor' of hiatory, gaograpiiy and atolca). 


ami an abdisiant pi'oftssor of the sama 
branches at \Vc-st Point academy, mak- 
ing the national military parks fields fur 
maneuvers by the national feruard or 
militia, and a resolution appointing Gcn- 
frals W. B. Fra::klin o£ Connecticut, 
Thomas J. Henderson o£ Illinois, Repre- 
sentative Steelc of Indiana and George 
JL. Beal of Maine, members of the uoarcl 
of managers for the national soldiers' 
home. 


Of tariff and financial legislation, this 


congress, as waa said, has accomplished 
none. With a safe margin of free silver 
votes In the senate, and a majority of 
nearly 2 to 1 ag-ainst silver In the house, 
it was evident from the beginning that 
no general policy would be agreed upon. 
The two bills framed by the house ways 
and means committee, and bearing the 
name of their author, Mr. Dingley. one n 
bill for the Issue of a short of popular 
loan and of certificates of Indebtedness, 
the other to Increase the rates of tariff 
schedules In wool, manufactures of wool 
and the other articles, were killed In the 
Benate by the determination lo substi- 
tute therefor silver coinage measures. 
On the other hand, the senate resolution 
to prohibit* the Is'sue of. bonds without 
the authority of congress, one of the last 
important acts of the senate, was re- 
ported adversely by the house ways and 
means comiirrUee. The only one of the 
many proposed changes In tht: tariff" 
laws which became an actuality was the 
repeal of that clause of the Wilson acl. 
giving- free alcohol In the arts and man- 
ufactures. 
ThlK repea! met with so 


much antagonism that it could only be 
effected Ijy coupling with It a compromis'j 
scheme for a congressional commission 
to recommend legislation at th« begin- 
ning of the next session, by which free 
alcohol can be secured under sufficient 
safeguards for the government's int^r- 
ea ts.

thoroughly Investigated by a. sub-com- 
mittee of the ways and means, but U 
•was thought Inadvisable by the Republi- 
can leaders to attempt legislation or. 


, thp.t single feature of the tariff system 


i so long as a general revolution was out

Although the house 


committee on barking ar.d currency de- 
voted much time to discussion of finan- 
cial questions, It was able to agree on 
but two bills—one to permit banks to 
Issue circulation to the amount of the 
par value of the bonds deposited by them 
as security; the other Tor the organiza- 
tion of national banks In the smaller 
towns, neither o£ which were passed 
this session. 
The only important i;lll 


recommended by the house committee 
on coinage, that for the adoption of the 
metric system of weights and measures 
at the beginning of the next century, 
met with a temporary rebuff in the 
house, but will be brought up again. 


While foreign affairs divided with 


finances the interest of congress, com- 
paratively littlu legislation resulted from 
the discussions, because so great a share 
of the conduct of foreign relations rests 
with the executive branch. The first 
public resolution adopted by the con- 
gress—and that after one hour debate 
in the house and a few clays*?: tho sen- 
ate—was that authorizing the president 
to create the commission to Investigate 
the Venezuela-British Guiana boundary 
l:ne. The debate over Cuban affairs re- 
sulted In the adoption of a concurrent 
resolution expressing the sympathy of 
this government with the insurgents; 
calling upon the president to accord 
them belligerent rights and to offer the 
friendly unices of the United States to 
Spain to bring the war to an end. Beso- 
luttons were adopted by both branches 
of congress denouncing the massacres 
of Armenians in Turkey, and calling 
upon tile signatory powers to the Ber- 
lin treaty to protect the Armenian Chris- 
tians. 
Seventy-five .thousand dollars

Tho museum IK a department or th^ 


Philadelphia museums and consists of 
collections of natural products from all 
the countries of thu world •which have 
already entered American markets, or 
which may be- made available tor them, 
together with samples and cases of 
manufactured products from 
foreign 


countries, which may serve as aids to 
our manufacturers. 


The object Is to brine; before 
our 


manufacturers, dealers a.nd consumers, 
all the varied products of Lhe world, 
that they may make the best selection 
for their own special Interests. 
It is also Intended to place on exhi- 


bition 
manufactured 
articles 
and 
samples, with full information from all 
the markets which American 
manu- 


facturers ought to 
enter or control, 


and to furnish useful Information of 
the products oC foreign lands to mer- 
chants and manufacturers. 


?.Ir. Challfoux and ilr. Lyon went 


from this city as delegates from the 
Lowell Board of Trade to the confer- 
ence called by the men furthering; the 
object of the advisory board. 
When 


the delegates were In 
session 
they 


showed at once that they were repre- 
sentative business mc-n of their vari- 
ous cities, and were well fitted to ap- 
preciate the utility of the 
museum, 


and to devise means of making that 
sphere of usefulness 
extend 
to 
the 


boundaries of the country. 
The city of Philadelphia has already 


spent 5200,000 upon the museum and 
the result Is-that It has 
become of 


Immense usefulness. Though England, 
France and Germany have for 50 years 
had similar advisory bureaus. In its 
two years of existence the Philadel- 
phia bureau has passed far beyond the 
scope and Influence of these. It now 
has cm exhibition CO,000 samples of raw 
p'.-oducts, many of them seen at the 
Chicago fair. 


This year the city has appropriated 


S65.000 for the museums and the state 
has also been generous. 


But the present scope of the muse- 


um Is not great enough to suit its 
projectors. 
They wish to make It as 


far reaching as possible. The city of 
Philadelphia has given eight acres of 
land within the city limits and only 
a mile from city hall, for a building, 
and will give eischt acres more. On 
this is to be erected a great one-story 
structure- suitable to all the demands 
of such o.n Institution. 


The building now occupied 
covers 


2()u,OuO square feet of land and has 130 
or more rooms containing quarters for 
all the work necessary to be done. A 
large part of the building Is taken up 
with tho samples of various kinds but 
there is yet sufficient room for a rapid- 
ly growing collection. 


Among the monographic exhibits al- 


ready In separate rooms are woods 
and fibres collected from all countries, 
and especially from Central and South 
America; of tan barks selected from 
all the countries from which exhibits 
have been received, of dye stuffs in 
great variety, of gums and resins and 
of wools, with threo or four hundred 
different kinds of wools and hairs In 
the collection: of 
animal 
products, 


skins, horns, ivory, etc.; of raw silks, 
a very rich collection, and may others. 


The second method of grouping is a 


geographical one, by countries, In each 
of which all the exhibits of a single 
country are 
brought 
together 
and 


classified: Take, for Instance, a large 
country like Mexico, which occupies 
seven rooms with, its exhibits. Some 
of the principal divisions are coffees 
and spices, wines and liquors, tobac- 
cos, cabinet woods, occupying three 
rooms with nearly 2000 specimens. 


Then there is a bureau for indexing 


the 
information gathered 
from 
all 


sources, from publications and cor- 
respondence. Fully sixty of the lead- 
ing foreign trades 
publications 
are 


regularly indexed, so that their Infor- 
mation of the most recent date can be 
readily round. 


Then besides a large book library Is 


a library containing files of 500 trade 
Journals, embracing nearly all of Im- 
portance published, together with full 
sets of the official publications of the 
leading countries of the world relating- 
10 commerce; special consular reports 
prepared ir. response to printed lists of 
questions forwarded by the department 
of state; full reports from agents sent 
to localities of particular iinportar.ee. 


A force of clerks familiar with, the 


languages of the leading commercial 
countries constantly is engaged in the 
preparation of fresh and accurate bul- 
letin?. Thus" constitute the equipment 
of the Bureau of Information. 


It Is proposed 10 render the circulars 


issued by the Bureau serviceable to 
every 
manufacturer and commercial 


concern In the country which desires 
to be qualified to share In our growing 
expoi't trade. It Is tthe purpose to 
render equally serviceable the collec- 
tions which illustrate these circulars, 
for these collections will be kept'con- 
tinually up to date by the co-opcratloh, 
of special official commissions appoint- 
)ed In the various countries with which 
it is the aim to Have Important com- 
mercial relations. 


It Is now desired to interest manu- 


facturers all over the country in the 
projcst and to gain their hearty co- 
operation 
in assisting to make 
the 


board of national Importance. 


By the payment of $50 a year, an 


amount sufl:ci"nt to pay only clerical 
expenses, any manufacturing concern 
may have the full benefits o.r the bu- 
reau. It will be kept in touch with ev- 
ery movement of the world's markets 
and doings In its line of business. It 
is also urged that manufacturers send 
complete 
catalogue of 
their lines of 


goods that they may be placed on file. 


The state department has Instructed 
the American consuls everywhere to 
keep the bureau fully informed of man- 
ufacturing 
movements 
in 
countries 


where they aro stationed, and they are 
also requested to furnish . the fullest 
information on application. This ser- 
vice will give a knowledge that would 
otherwise 
come slowly through the 
state department. 


The delegates who went from Low- 


ell wish first of all to Interest Lowell 
nianufaclurr-i-s and lo gain their asso- 
ciation In its behalf. They teel that 
it is a great movement for the good 
o( American commercial interests and 
that everything- should be 
clone 
to 
make if in every way an IclearInstitu- 
tion of its kind.

The latest evidence of loyalty of the 


Spaniards In Spanish-America has taken 
r new form. 
What IB deemed to be .1 


very strong antl-Spnnish feellns in the 
American senate, and In t£e United 
States Renero.lly, has been developed bs' 
the press In the mother country, as well 
as In Spanish-America. It has led to the 
calling together of Spanish merchants 
in the republic!) of Mexico, Uruguay and 
the Argentine. 
They have protested 


against what they regard as the un- 
friendly utterances of the American peo- 
ple, 
and have unanimously decided to

Washington, June 8.—If, as now seems 


probable, the first session of the Fifty- 
fourth congress adjourns this week, It 
will be the shortest so-called long session 
since that of the Thlrty-nfth congress, 
and one of the shortest In the history of 
the government. This record is probably 
partly due to the political difference be- 
tween the seriate, house and president, 
which have forestalled agreements on 
.-nany lines of legislation, and partly to 
the determination with which the Re- 
publican leaders In the house have car- 
ried Into effect Speaker Reed's caucus 
prediction, that the congress would be a 
flo-nothlng 
assemblage. 
Legislation 


means appropriations, the house leaders 
have said; and as their opinion was that 
the treasury's condition warranted no 
appropriation, except the most impera- 
tively necessary, they have held the 
doors tightly shut against all classes of 
bills which usually receive hearings. 
Foremost among the Inevitable regular 
acts- of the congress are the annual ap- 
propriation bills for the support of the 
government. Their preparation has con- 
stituted a large part of the work of the 
session, and five of them are yet hanging 
between the house and the senate. 


For this reason-it Is Impossible to give 


the exact totals of the bills on the grand 
total of appropriations made by this con- 
gress, which aggregate about $500,000,- 
000, 
but. the disbursements authorized 


during the session will be discussed here- 
after by Chairman Cannon of the appro- 
priations committee, and ex-Chairman 
Bayers, from the points of view of their 
respective -parties. 
Tariff or financial 


legislation of any character was aban- 
doned for all practical purposes, when 
the disagreements between the house 
and senate were demonstrated by the 
fate of the two bills prepared by the 
house ways and means committee. 


One of the most bitterly contested 


fights which has occurred has cropped 
out In the provisions of the Indian and 
the District of Columbia bill for aid to 
church schools, a feature which still 
holds both bills In conference. The In-" 
dian bill contains provisions, giving the 
homestead settlers on all ceded Indian 


i reservations an extension of one year in 
! which to make payments, and for the 
| completion of the surveys of land In 


Indian territory. 


Incidental to the legislative, executive 


and Judicial bill was an entire revision 
of the salaries of United States district 
attorneys, marshals and commissioners, 
with the stipulation that the terms of 
offices of all commissioners expire' on 


i June 30, 1897. The agricultural bill con- 
ferred upon the president authority to 
jsiispend tho prohibition against Impor- 
i tntlons of cattle, domestic animal's and 
'hides, on the certification of the secre- 
tary of agriculture that countries or 
parts of countries are free from conta- 
gious or Infectious diseases of animals, 
and authorized the president to take 
steps' to secure the .abrogation of the 
regulations by Great Britain, prohibit- 
ing the Importation of cattle from the 
United States Into that country alive. 


In the sundry civil bill the most im- 


portant legislation Is to make effective 
the Carey arid land act, (which ceded 
arid lands to the public land states for 
reclamation) by authorizing the states 


i to give liens on the .land to avert ex- 


j pehses of reclamation. 


The most noteworthy legislation per- 


taining to the navy Is contained In the 
appropriation bill. The house provided 
for 15 new torpedo boats and for four 
battleships, but the senate reduced the 
number of battleships to two, and a 
conference Is pending over that differ- 
ence. The bill made provision for1 the 
enlistment of 1000 additional seamen. It 
also made unlawful the employment of 
naval or marine officers on the active or 
retired lists of parties furnishing sup- 
plies or materials of war to the govern- 
ment. A special resolution authorized 
the acceptance by the government of 
the ram Katahdln, which failed to 
meet the speed requirements of the 
contract,, but which satisfied the de- 
partment, being largely an experimental 
craft! The naval reserve system was 
strengthened by a plan designed to draft i 
Vessels engaged In the coastwise trade 
Into, the service In time of war. An act 
was passed to establish a naval training 
station on. Yerba Buena (or Goat isl- 
and), lii" Sari, Francisco harbor. . The 
secretary was. empowered to accept 
certified checks In Ileii of bonds from 
contractors for naval supplies. 


No special legislation was contained In 


the army appropriation bill. Special bllla 
we're passed,j however1, .creating, the ppsi- 
ttqn of chaplain' Cwho,will 41so.be profesr 
•or'of hittory,' g»oiraphy and ethics), 


anil an assistant professor of the same 
branches at "Wes't Point academy,-mak- 
ing the national military parks fields for 
maneuvers, by the national guard or 
militia, and a resolution appointing Gen- 
erals "W. B. Franklin of Connecticut, 
Thom'aa J. Henderson of Illinois, Repre- 
sentative Steele of Indiana arid George 
Li. Beal of Maine, members of the board 
of managers for the national soldiers' 
home. 


Of tariff and financial legislation, this 


congress, as was said, Has accomplished 
none. With a safe margin of free silver 
votes In the aonate, and a majority of. 
nearly 2 to 1 against silver in the house. 
It was evident from'the beginning.that 
no general policy would be agreed upon. 
The t\vo bills framed by the house ways 
and means committee, and bearing the 
name of their author, Mr. Dlngley, one a 
bill for1, the issue of a short of popular 
loan and of certificates of indebtedness,- 
the other to increase the rates of tariff 
schedules In wool, manufactures of"wool 
and the other articles, were killed In the 
senate by the determination to substi- 
tute therefor silver coinage measures. 
On the other hand, the senate resolution 
to prohibit the Issue of bonds" without 
the authority of congress, one of the last 
Important acts of the'-senate, was re- 
ported adversely by the house ways and 
means' e'om'mlttee. The only one of the 
many proposed changes In the tariff 
laws which became an actuality was the 
repeal of that clause of the Wilson act 
giving free alcohol In the arts and man- 
ufactures. 
Thlp repeal met with so 


much antagonism that It could only be 
effected by coupling with It a compromise 
scheme for a congressional commission 
to recommend legislation at the begin- 
ning At the next session, by which free 
alcohol can be secured under sufficient 
safeguards for the government's inter- 
ests. 


The 
policy 
of 
reciprocity . was 


thoroughly Investigated by a sub-com- 
mittee of the ways and rjneans, but It 
was thought Inadvisable by the Republi- 
can leaders to attempt legislation on 
that single feature of the tariff system 
so long as a general revolution was out 
of the question. 
Although the house 


committee on banking and currency de- 
voted much time to discussion of finan- 
cial questions. It was able to agree on 
but two bills—one to permit banks to 
issue circulation to the amount of the 
par value of the bonds deposited by them 
a? security; the other for the organiza- 
tion of national banks In the smaller 
towns, neither of which were passed 
this session. 
The only Important MM j 


recommended by the house committee ' 
on coinage, that for the adoption of the ' 
metric system of weights and measures • 
at the beginning of the next century, ( 
met with a temporary rebuff In the 
house, but will be brought up again. 


While foreign affairs' divided with 


finances the interest of congress, com- 
paratively little legislation resulted from 
the discussions, because BO great a share 
of the conduct of foreign relations rests 
with th« executive branch. The -first 
public resolution adopted, by-the con- 
gress—and that after one hour debate 
in the house and a few days IB the sen- 
ate—was that authorizing the president 
to create the commission to Investigate 
the Venezuela-British Gularia boundary 
line. The debate over Cuban affairs re- 
sulted In the adoption of a concurrent 
resolution expressing the sympathy o[ 
this government with the Insurgents; 
calling upon the 'president to accord 
them belligerent rights and to offer the 
friendly offices of the United States to 
Spain to bring the war to an end. Reso- 
lutions were adopted by both branches 
of congress denouncing the rrlass'acr'tis 
of Armenians In Turkey, and calling 
upon the signatory powers to the Ber- 
lin treaty to protect the Armenian Chris- 
tians. 
Seventy-five thousand .dollars 


was appropriated for carrying out the 
stipulations of the Belirlhg sea seal 
fisheries treaty with Great Britain. 
Another resolution passed was to de- 
fray the expenses of negotiating: a con- 
vention to locate the boundary line be- 
tween Alaska and British America. 


One Incident of the excitement -which 


attended the crisis of the Venezuelan 
boundary dispute, was the quick adop- 
tion by the senate arid house tit Senator 
Hill's proposition to repeal the law for- 
bidding ex-Confederates, 
who relin- 


quished 
commissions in the. United 


States army or nav/, to be again ap- 
pointed to the service. 
The plans to 


.bring about the Maher-Fitzsimmons 
right in the Indian territory Inspired the 
rapid enactments of a law imposing ex- 
tremely severe penalties for prize fight- 
Ing in the territories, and the epidemic 
of train robberies In the Indian territory 
brought about an Iron-clad law against 
crimes of that class, or attempts at them, 
•with the death penalty for any. in- 
cidental loss 6f life. AnotheTemergency 
act was that authorizing- the secretary 
of war to lend tents to the-cyclone suf- 
ferers of St. Louis. 


The dairy interests of the country pre- 


vailed 
upon congress 
to enact . .tha 


most important measure for their pro- 
tection since the oleomargarine law, the 
"filled cheese" bill,' 'Which regulated IBe 
manufacture 
and 
sale of adultered 


cheese,.and Imposes heavy penalties for 
deception. 


Many special acts were- passed during 


the session, granting condemned cannon 
and cannon balls,to G. A. "R. pusts and. 
many.other bodies. . The pressure of the 
passage of these bills finally became BO 
great that congress adopted one general 
measure, authorizing, the secretaries of 
•war and navy to give or loan condemned 
ordnance to such bodies as thtv daw 


fit. Acts of incorporation were passed 
for the National Society of the Daugh- 
ters of the American Revolution; su- 
preme council of the 33d degree of Scot- 
tish Rite Masonry.for the southern Jur- 
isdiction of the United State's,1 the Na- 
tional university and the convention of 
the Protestant Episcopal church of the 
diocese of Washington. American reg- 
Istera were granted to the barks Minde 
and John Ludwlg, and the steamers 
Miami and llattewan. 


The old anti-option hill was killed by 


the house committee on agriculture, and 
will not appear In this congress. A large 
fraction of the session's business re- 
lated to the public lands, and important 
amehdments were made to the public 
land laws. Foremost among these was 
Delegate Flynn's "free home" bill. A 
second Important measure was that 
which extended for five years, from 
March 2 last, the limit within which the 
United States may bring suits to annul 
patents to land heretofore .granted under 
railroad grants, but confirmed the titles 
to all such lands held by bona fide pur- 
chasers. 


Another Important bill enacted late In 


the session was that for tiic relief of the 
settlors of the Northern Pacific Indem 
nlty lands. Among the miscellaneous 
acts passed during the session were the 
following:

THEY STEAL A MARCH ON-THE 


DERVISHES. 


And Slay IOOO Men-Satis- 


faction to England.

Ferketj Egypt, June 4. — This point 


was taken by Egyptian troops at an 
early hour yesterday morning and their 
manner of acquitting thernselyes In this, 
the first engagement of the talle cam- 
paign, has given great satisfaction to 
the British officers in command of them. 
The Egyptian forces left Akasheh, the 
Egyptian outpost,, Saturday evening. 
The movement was a. surprise, as It 
seemed to have been determined to hold 
Akasheh Is an outpost until the hottest 
season Is passed and the period arrived 
Cor the advance upon Dongola, in the 
latter part of August or In September. 
The force responded promptly to orders, 
however, and was soon under way for 
this point The distance Is 20 miles, and It 
took the whole night to accomplish the 
march. 


The greatest secrecy had been main- 


tained as to al) the arrangements, and 
every precaution was made to make the 
arrival here a complete surprise. The 
long night march was pushed In abso- 
lute silence. 
In consequence, the ar- 


rival of the Egyptians at the dervish 
camp took the enemy completely by 
surprise. 
They quickly rallied, hov.-- 


ever, and.- rushed to their arms. 
Far 


from being routed In the first surprise 
of the attack, they stood to their posi- 
tions and made a stubborn defense of 
the camp for 1% hours, during which 
there was hard fighting. 


The dervishes were flnaily put to rout 


by a flank movement, executed by the 
cavalry. Seeing themselves in danger 
of being surrounded, the force of the 
Khalifa took flight to the southward, 
toward Suarda. pursued by the cavalry. 
Suarda Is nearly 100 miles south of here, 
but It is strongly held by a force of sev- 
eral thousand dervishes. 
Reports so 


far received Indicate that the loss to the 
d»rvlshes will amount to 1000 men. 


Among those killed is Emir Hammuda, 


•who 
was 
their commander, besides 


many Important chiefs. Hammuda was 
In command of the larger force at Suara. 
He was of the tribe of Habbana, and was 
well-known to Slatln. Pasha, while the 
latter was a ;captlve of the khalifa in 
the Soudan. Slatln has described him as 
a great favorite with the khalifa, who 
promoted him to the rank of emir be- 
cause 'he left his own tribe when the In- 
surrection- first broke out, to serve the 
khalifa personally. 


It Is probable that the taking of Ferket 


was decided upon, owing to the doubt- 
ful strength of Akaaheh' as an outpost, 
surrounded as It'is by low hills, the tak- 
ing of which would make Akasheh a 
death trap". The finishing of the rail- 
road line from Sarras to Akasheh has 
been rapidly .pushed since the expedi- 
tion was determined on. By extending 
It to Ferket, the worst cataract will be 
turned, and early advantage can thus be 
taken of the rise in the Nile at the end 
of July, for water transportation to 
Dongola. 


The officers in command of the Egyp- 


tian force express great gratification at 
the conduct of the Egyptians, about 
whom some doubts have been felt, and 
the Soudanese! who-have been looked 
to with confidence for good fighting. 
Both the Egyptians and Soudanese dis- 
played great steadiness and dash. The 
Egyptian loss In the fight was 20 killed 
and 80 wounded- Hundreds ot dervishes 
were taken prisoners.
